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Was the Sorcerer Saved? 


I would like you to give me your 
opinion about Simon” Magus, spoken of 
in the eighth chapter of Acts, who be- 
lieved and was baptized. In your opinion 
was he really saved? If not, what was 
meant by “believed”?—An Alabama 
reader. 


Simon was a sorcerer in Samaria who, 
before Philip predched the Gospel there, 
had had a large following and had “be- 
witched the people of Samaria, giving 
out that himself was some great: one: 
to whom they all gave héed, from the 
least to the greatest, saying, This man 
is the great power of God” (Acts 8:9, 
10). He is called Simon Magus, the word 
Magus coming from the Greek magos, 
which was a name given by the Baby- 
lonians to wise men, astrologers, sor- 
cerers, and the like. Many Samaritans 
were. brought to Christ through Philip’s 
preaching, — we must not ferget that the 
Lord Jesus himself had preached in Sa- 
maria only a few years before this, and 
many had believed “that this is indeed 


‘the Christ, the Saviour of the world” 


(John 4; 42). 

Simon the sorcerer was carried along 
with the people and we are told that 
he “himself believed also: and when he 
was baptized, he continued with Philip, 
and wondered, beholding the miracles 
and signs which were done.” But evi- 
dently his belief was superficial and of 
the head only, not of the heart. For 
when he saw that believers “received 
the Holy Ghost” through the “laying on 
of the apostles’ hands,” he offered Peter 


and John (who had come from Jerusa- 
lem because of this evangelistic cam- 
paign) money if they would give him 
the same power. Peter rebuked him 
with the utmost sternness: “Thy money 
perish with thee, 
thought that the gift of God may be 
purchased with money. Thou hast 
neither part nor lot in this matter: for 
thy héart is not right in the sight of 
God. Repent therefore of this thy wick- 
edness, and pray God, if perhaps the 
thought of thine heart may be forgiven 
thee. For I perceive that thou art in 
the gall of bitterness, in the bond of in- 
iquity.” 

Those words would not be spoken to 


‘a child of God, one who had been born 


again by faith in Christ as Saviour, The 


words, “Thy money perish with thee,” 


seem to be of solemn meaning, intimat- 
ing that Simon, in his state at that time, 
was doomed to perish with his money as 
a lost, not a saved, soul. And when 
Peter told him to pray, the sorcerer did 
not pray but answered: “Pray ye to the 
Lord for me, that none. of these things 
which ye have spoken come upon me.” 
Had he cried out like the publican, “God 
be merciful to me a sinner” (Luke 18: 
13), there would have been hopeful evi- 
dence of his salvation. But the record 
leaves us with no direct statement con- 
cerning Simon's salvation, but) rather 
with the awful realization that his whole 
attitude toward God, and his response to 
the preaching and testimony of Philip 
and the apostles, was that of an unsaved 
man,

HE solution of our youth problem 

must come through some Bible- 

centered movement. Unless a sys- 
tematic study of the Word of God is 
laid as the foundation of a Christian 
student organization, steady growth and 
lasting results cannot be expected. Many 
young people, won to Christ in evan- 
gelistic meetings where there is much 
spiritual fervor and enthusiasm, soon 
lose their first love and drift into an 
attitude of deadening lethargy simply 
because no adequate follow-up has been 
made. Another danger to young Chris- 
tians is found in the multiplicity of cults 
and isms active in intellectual circles 
which tend to develop unbalanced re- 
ligious fanatics. In most of our state- 
controlled universities and _ colleges, 
skepticism rules and Satan, in the guise 
of’ an angel of light, snatches away 
many who make a good beginning in the 
Christian life. 


Promoting Personal Bible Study 


After years of experimentation, a con- 
venient method of Bible study for stu- 
dents known as the Day by Day Devo- 
tionals has been developed and is now 
being used effectively as the basis for 
the Bible Fellowship movement. The 
principle upon which this course of 
study has been constructed is the labo- 
ratory method which invites a personal, 
experimental investigation ‘6f the con- 
tents of the Bible. Because the Bible 
Fellowship is non-denominational, the 
lessons offered to students appeal to 
every type of young person. Strange as 
it may seem, even many with Catholic, 
Jewish, and other religious backgrounds 
have been enrolled and in some in- 
stances wonderfully saved through these 
studies. 

Probably the greatest single obstacle 
to the study of the Word of God on the 
part of the average student is the lack 
of a definite time and method for that 
study. The Bible is a voluminous Book; 
it covers a multitude of subjects; a life- 
time may be devoted to the investigation 
of its contents. The beginner is often 
overwhelmed by the magnitude of the 
task which confronts him in the attempt 
to master the mass of material found 
in this tremendous library. The one 
who is unacquainted with the Bible, its 
plan and purpose, knows not how to 
begin or how to proceed. He becomes 
confused, he loses interest, excuses him- 
self, and thus goes his way, living a 
defeated, barren life, troukled with 
doubts and fears— all because he knows 
not the truth which the Bible teaches. 


“The Bible Fellowship has given 
me a fuller understanding of what 
being a Christian means through a 
definite Bible study plan,” writes a 
student at Stanford Medical School.

After 
years of experiment, Milo Jamison 
has developed a plan that is proving 
to be a great blessing to hundreds 
of college and university students.

and carried conveniently in the pocket 
or purse. Thus provision is made 
whereby a busy high school or univer- 
sity student may carry with him, and 
study, the Word of God during odd mo- 
ments of the day. 

As will be noted in the sample les- 
son, the very first approach to the day’s 
study is to read the assigned chapter, 
for in the Day by Day Devotionals an 
intelligent reading of the Word of God 
is paramount. There can be no substi- 
tute, however rich in spiritual nourish- 
ment, for a direct meditation upen the 
Word itself. 

Memorization of some portion of the 
Scripture of the day is a second and in- 
separable element in the daily consid- 
eration of God’s Word. Hidden in the 
heart, it is the divine agent for cleans- 
ing and preventing sin in the life. The 
little squares, placed immediately after 
each section of the assignment, are to 
be checked when the work is completed. 
They serve as a reminder and stimulus to 
consistent, systematic study of the Word. 

After an unaided, firsthand -investiga- 
tion of the Word has been made, a 
simple suggestion for research and an- 
alysis of the portion under considera- 
tion is offered. These suggestions may 
be found in the sample lesson under the 
headings Meditation, Application, and 
For Further Consideration. Differing 
from a verbose commentary style of 
approach, these helps are condensed in 
outline form and are primarily devo- 
tional in character.

6¢—EFORE the mountains were brought 

forth,—” unthinkable antiquity! 
We have just come back from a sojourn 
in the Rockies, not just in sight of them, 
but deep in the heart of them where 
they shut you in on every side. My 
prairie home is indeed beautiful. I never 
realize to the full its lavish fecundity 
except as I come back to it from the 
sagebrush and the sand hills to the west. 
But lovely as it is, there rises period- 
ically the longing for a “broken skyline 
that I know,” and for me there can be 
no other thrill quite like that which 
comes when, after the monotony of the 
plains, one realizes that the blue cloud 
line one’s eyes have been straining 
toward for hours is not a cloud line at 
all but the first hazy glimpse of moun- 
tains again. 

We had enjoyed a quiet, restful time 
feasting our souls on beauty, down (Cit 
is several thousand feet up from here) 
in a sort of bowl “girt round by rugged 
mountains,” where out of every window 
even on the gloomiest day there lay 
breath-taking loveliness, that marvelous, 
ever-changing panorama of sunrises and 
sunsets and shifting storm clouds on 
granite peaks. Then circumstances took 
us for some days to an ugly old town 
high up on the west slope of the range, 
and here we had an opportunity to con- 
trast the aging of man’s work with the 
timelessness of the works of God. ‘The 
town was old, not as Cathay, or even 
Europe, boasts of age, but old for the 
American Rockies: I could tell that at 
a glance, for its ugly architecture was 
of a type that was out-of-date and‘ be- 
ginning to be judged inartistic when I 
was still very young. In boom times 
the place had known great prosperity. 




















Then for a while it became a ghost . 


town. Now it is small and crumbling 
and sordid, inhabited only because it 
is conveniently near a great smelter, 
Nobody cares enough for its reputation 
to gather the tin cans.and other rubbish 
from its gutters. 

After all the beauty we had so reveled 
in, I wondered how I could endure the 
dinginess for so much as a day or two. 
Then we roamed out only four miles into 
God’s world and the ugliness was gone. 
Ishall never lose the picture: a turquoise 
lake at the foot of a lovely wooded 
slope; off to the east the exquisite color- 
ing of Mosquito Range, its long, bleak, 
gray. face tinted with reflections from 
the sunset; at our right huge Mt. Mas- 
sive, and beyond that the sharp peak 
of Mt. Elbert. If we could discern at all 
those ugly gashes that we had called 
mines, seen from this distance they be- 
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came only pitiful, futile scratches made 
by the puny hand of man. 

Ah, the blessed sense of rest and secur- 
ity that comes with lifting up one’s eyes 
to the eternal hills ! Eternal? Only in 
type. “Before the mountains were 
brought ' forth,—” Now I catch a faint 
suggestion of the antiquity and the dig- 
nity of my inheritance. My lineage is 
far older than old Mt. Massive. Thou, 
Lord, hast been my dwelling place in 
all generations.’ That hour when the 
miracle of the new birth took place 
within. me there began to flow through 
my being a mysterious new life stream, 
new, yet older than the hills. I am no 
longer one with those puny creatures 
who swaggeringly build their towers of 
Babel, then become a_ laughingstock 
to posterity. Before the foundation of 
the world I was chosen in Him who said, 
“Before Abraham was, I am.” Now as 
He is, even so am I, and so are all who 
are His (1 John 4:17), in this world and 
for all eternity.

For what if some did not believe? 
shall their unbelief make the faith 
of God without effect? (Rom. 3:3.) 


HE faith of God is really the faith- 

fulness of God, for pistis means both 
faith and faithfulness. This explains Ro- 
mans 1:17: “For therein is the right- 
eousness of God revealed from faith to 
faith: as it is written, The just shall live 
by faith.” The Greek is ex pisteos eis 
pistin, “out of faith into faithfulness.” 
Our justification and salvation come out 
of our faith into his faithfulness. They 
result from the co-operation of our faith 
and God’s faithfulness. 


But deliver us reas evil (Matt. 6: 
13). 


HE Greek is rhusai hemas apo tou 

ponerou. The preposition used, “from 
the evil,” is apo. In John 17:15 the prep- 
osition is ek (tou ponerou): “I pray ... 
that thou shouldest keep them out of 
the evil,” that is out of evil society and 
the evil world order. The phrase in the 
Lord’s prayer “deliver us from the evil 
one” is for protection against a person; 
in the high-priestly prayer it is for pro- 
tection from evil atmosphere, evil milieu, 
the kingdom of evil over which the 
prince of this world rules. 

In 2 Thessalonians 3:2 Paul prays to 
be delivered from evil persons, using the 
verb and preposition of the Lord’s 
prayer, rhusthumen apo. In view of this 
it would seem preferable to give a per- 
sonal rendering to the apo tou ponerou 
which’ follows directly (2 Thess. 3:4): 
“But.the Lord shal] keep you [not from 
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abstract or impersonal evil, not from 
mere disaster or misfortune, but] from 
the evil one.” 

Also in Matthew 13:25, “While men 
slept His enemy came and sowed tares 
among the wheat.” It is not their enemy 
pre-eminently, but His, and the tares 
this enemy sows are children of the 
wicked one, tou ponerou (the precise 
phrase of the Lord’s prayer). In verse 
38 His enémy is defined as the Devil, 
ho biabolos. ,Why then should we not 
always pray, in using the Lord’s prayer, 
“Deliver us from the evil one” instead 
of the vague and abstract “from evil’’? 

Finally in 1 Corinthians 5:13 Paul 
writes, “Therefore put away from among 
yourselves that wicked. one,” that is, the 
incestuous of the Corinthian church. 
Here ton poneron is translated person- 
ally, though it might as well be rendered 
in the abstract “evil” as the same words 
are usually rendered in the Lord’s 
Prayer. 


We have before proved both Jews 
and Gentiles, that they are all under 
sin (Rom. 3:9). 


UR LORD at the close of his min- 
istry denounced the sins of the 
Pharisees, and Paul in Romans 3 gives 
an echo of the twenty-third of Matthew,

These are some of the 
headings in a folder issued by the Great 
Commission Prayer League urging Chris- 
tians everywhere in the United States 
to unite in a day of prayer on the Sun- 
day preceding Thanksgiving Day, that is, 
Sunday, November 19. (President Roose- 
velt’s Proclamation has set Thursday, 
November 23, as Thanksgiving Day this 
year.) In addition, to the folder, the 
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League has issued an invitation in postal 
card size, and a large poster in red and 
blue, 17x24 inches. Portions of the text 
on these three announcements are as 
follows: 

“You know that crises unparalleled in 
history face your country today. You 
know that God alone is able to deliver 
from destruction. Accept this invitation 
to join thousands of Christians every- 
where in earnest prayer Thanksgiving 
Sunday that God will pour out on Amer- 
ica his richest blessing in the power of 
a great revival. ... Threats of war, pov- 
erty, drunkenness, crime, unemploy- 
ment, droughts, floods, immorality. ... 

“God is able to defeat the forces of 
evil. These are desperate days. Busi- 
ness and professional men are puzzled. 
. .. And the reason is apparent. God 
says, ‘Righteousness exalteth a nation, 
but sin is a reproach to:any people.’: We 
are forgetting God—desecrating the 
Lord’s Day, turning to the false gods 
of money and power, spurning Christ 
and his redemptive work.) Punishment 
for sin is only beginning. According to 
the righteousness and justice of God it 
must continue — until our nation returns 
to him in repentance or is destroyed. 
You can lead the way to revival. Pre- 
pare for the nation-wide day of prayer. 
Tell your friends, church members, Sun- 
day school, young people. Engage in 
private and social prayer t God will 
put. upon the hearts ef those to whom 
you speak the necessity of prayer for 
our country. ... 
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“What to pray: for confession of sin; 
for conversions; for nation-wide revival; 
for consecrated pastors and laymen. 
When to pray: sunrise prayer hour; Sun- 
day school assembly; church and public 
service; family altar.” 

The invitation of postal card size, the 
folder, and the large poster all display 
Dr. Pace’s striking cartoon which is 
shown herewith. (It was first used in 
the Tnues with the Sunday school les- 
son for July 30 this year.) The three 
announcements will be sent free of 
charge to editors; Christian, civic, State, 
and national leaders; churches, Sunday 
schools, and missions, as the Lord:makes 
provision for this purpose through the 
prayer fellowship and the gifts of his 
people.

HEN our Cradle Roll (or Nurs- 
We Class) children are four 

years old, and ready for the Be- 
ginners Department, we always have a 
“Welcome Party” for them. 

One Saturday afternoon each month 
is reserved for this party. Under the 
supervision of the superintendent the 
mothers of the children in the Beginners 
Department, whose children have birth- 
days the same month, take charge of the 
refreshments, such as sandwiches, cocoa 
or lemonade, cookies, cake, and ice 
cream. The cost is met by a monthly 
contribution from the men’s class. 

The children in the Beginners Depart- 
ment, whose birthdays come the month 
of the party, are given special charge of 
the new members from the Cradle Roll 
and watch over them and help them play 
the simple games. 

The decorations are ‘suited to the 
month, and are made from crepe paper, 


and after the party is over, all unharmed 


parts are put away carefully in a’ box 
until another year. In this way, after 
the initial expense, a very little spent 
each month will keep them in good or- 
der, and they are ever new to the little 
ones who have not seen them for a year, 
as much as to the little guests who have 
never seen them at all. 

The Sunday after the party should be 
chosen to welcome the little Cradle Roll 
children to the Beginners Department, 
and they then become honorary mem- 
bers, until the time when certificates of 
graduation from the various departments 
are given. By following this monthly 
plan they become active members of 
the Beginners Class on attaining their 
fourth birthday, instead of having to 
wait in the Nursery Class, in many in- 
stances almost a year.

Approach to the Lesson 


HE Bible does not treat lightly of 
human need, but it shows the trans- 
cendent importance of attending to 
spiritual things. Christians are encour- 
aged to thrift and prudence in handling 
their temporal affairs. The ideal believer 
is not the monkish recluse who seeks to 
be relieved of all responsibility for either 
his own or other people’s comfort and 
well-being. But, as in this lesson, the 
Word of God always insists on the su- 
preme importance of the welfare of the 
inner man. To put eternal things first 
means to get the very best out of this 
life as well as peace of heart in regard 
to the next one. He who lives for eter- 
nity will be blest in the things of time. 
To live now in the light of then is the 
height of wisdom, and assures the divine 
blessing upon the affairs of daily life. 
He who puts present enjoyment or tem- 


poral gain before spiritual blessing and 





eternal values loses out for both worlds. 
This is the very definite teaching of our 
Lord in the lesson now before us —a les- 
son often lost sight of in our materialistic 
age. 


The Historical Setting 


We have no way of telling with abso- 
lute certainty either the exact time or 
the place where. this great message was 
given. It seems likely that it was 
preached on the mountain back of Ca- 
pernaum, rather than the Horns of Hat- 
tin, as older authorities held. Certainly 
it was early in Christ’s ministry, arid so 
possibly in A. D. 27 or 28. 


Verse by Verse 
Matt. .6:19.—“Treasures upon earth.” 


Our Lord does not forbid our taking | 


proper care to insure the comfort of our 
families and ourselves, so far as we may 
consistently do this (2 Cor. 12:14; 1 Tim. 
5:8), but he does forbid us to make the 
obtaining of wealth our chief objective 
(Prov. 10:2; 21:6; Psa. 62:10; 1 Tim. 6:9). 

Verse 20.—“Treasures in heaven.” He 
who lives unselfishly, using what God 


entrusts to him for the glory of Christ, 
is sending on treasure to be enjoyed 
throughout eternity (Luke 16:9). 

Verse 21—“Where ‘your treasure is.” 
If one’s whole wealth is in temporal 
things, his heart will be fixed on the 
earth, but he who values spiritual real- 
ities will fix, his mind on things above 
(Col. 3: 1-4). “3 

Verse 22.—“If . . . thine eye be single.” 
That is, if we have one supreme ambi- 
tion to glorify God, we may be assured 
of his guidance in all our concerns. 

Verse 23.—“If thine eye be evil.” The 
evil eye is the selfish eye. He who is 
always looking out for a chance to bene- 
fit himself will walk in darkness. Be- 
lievers need to be on their guard against 
this, lest they lapse into the way and 
spirit of the worldling. 

Verse 24.—‘God and mammon.” Mam- 
mon means riches. It is impossible to 
serve God while making the obtaining 
of wealth our supreme object. The closer 
we walk with God, the less concerned 
we are about laying up earthly treasure. 
The more we are taken up with the de- 
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sire for gain, the less we think of God 
and eternity.’ 


Verse 25.—“‘Take no thought.” Itis a 
warning against worry and anxiety. 
Christ is not teaching improvidence, but 
he would not have us taking anxious 
thought for physical needs. He would 
have us trust him to supply our proper 
requirements as each day arrives (Phil. 
4:6, 7, 19). 

Verse 26.—“Behold the fowls of the 
air.” Let us learn even from the birds, 
whose needs are met by a gracious Cre- 
ator, who is the Father of all who trust 


_his blessed Son. 


Verse 27.—“Taking thought.” Again, it 
is anxious thought to which he refers. 
No amount of worrying can add to one’s 
stature. 


Verse 28.—“Consider the lilies.” The 


‘birds are animate, the lilies are inani- 


mate, God provides for both. How much 
more for his own trusting children ! 

Verse 29.—“Solomon in all his glory.” 
Of all Israel’s kings Solomon was the 
richest and greatést.. Yet the glory of 
God’s floral creation surpasses his splen- 
dor. 3 

Verse 30.—“O ye of little faith.” How 
often our Lord had to rebuke his dis- 
ciples for their readiness to question the 
Father’s care.and to fear lest they be 
forsaken in the hour of trial. Unbelief 


‘dishonors him who has promised to care 


for his own. 


Verse 31. — “Therefore take no 
thought.” Because of the many evi- 
dences of God’s power, love, and wis- 
dom, anxious thought is forbidden. Our 
Father knows we need food, drink, and 
clothing. We must learn to trust him to 
undertake for us as we endeavor to do 
his will. 

Verse 32—“Your heavenly Father 
knoweth.” “Here is true comfort and en- 
couragement. Those who do not know 
God may have an excuse for worrying, 
but those to whom his love has been 
revealed should ris¢ above such unbelief. 

Verse 33.—“Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God.” Make the interests of God’s 
Kingdom pre-eminent in your life. Seek 
to walk in righteousness before him; and 
you may be assured that he will make 
himself responsible to supply your every 
need. 

Verse 34—“The morrow shall take 
thought for . . . itself.” The disciple of 
Christ is to live a day at a time. Each 
day has its own evil to be met and over- 
come. The morrow is with him who will 
give grace to meet its trials when they 
arrive. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


God makes himself responsible to care 
for and sustain all those who, having 
been born of his Spirit, recognize him as 
Father and seek to do his will as obe- 
dient children. This is to put his King- 
dom first—to live in subjection to his 
revealed truth.

Practical and Personal Applications 

It is right and proper to desire to suc- 
ceed in life. But if we do not seek to 
please God above all else, our plans for 
success will be fruitless. Is it the pur- 
pose of our hearts to glorify him above 
all else? 


The world’s maxim is, “Make money; 


honestly if you can; but make money.” 


It is not wrong to make money, but the 
follower of Christ is to eschew every 
selfish and dishonest method in obtain- 
ing wealth. Are we more concerned 
about pleasing God than amassing a for- 
tune? 

Wesley said, “Make all the money you 
can; save all you can; give all you can.” 
This is a safe way to handle the mam- 
mon of unrighteousness. Are we using 
our money for the alleviation of human 
misery, or do we hoard it all for self? 


Have we learned to value heavenly 
treasure to such an extent that we are 
able to estimate aright the worthlessness 
of that which abides only for a few 
brief years and is then gone forever? 


John Bacon, a Christian sculptor of 
the eighteenth century, had these words 
engraved on his tombstone: “What I 
was as an artist seemed to me of some 
importance while I lived. What I really 
was as a believer in the Lord Jesus 
Christ is. the only thing. of importance 
to me now.” Have we learned this all- 
important lesson?

Every time we deny self for Christ’s 
sake we are laying up treasure in 
Heaven.

The star- 
lings are busy under that tree grubbing 
for grubs. 

Down at the works I sit at my office 
window and watch. the spunky little 
sparrows as they fight and feed among 
the storehouses of their winter food sup- 
ply. Said storehouses being lusty plants 
some folks call “weeds.” 

Every summer the city authorities or- 
der all owners of vacant lots to cut the 
weeds—or else! I venture to say the 
weed cutters never.have realized what 
an injury they do to the brave little birds 
who keep us company all winter, when 
the robins, wrens, bluebirds, orioles, and 
all the rest have gone South. 

Yes, my children, Heaven looks after 
the fowls of the air, but please note the 
said “fowls” have to get out and hustle 
for it. It is not dropped into the bird 
box or under the eaves. The starlings 
dig for it on the lawn and the sparrows 
scrap for it at the weed barn. 

We can learn a lot from the fowls of 
the air, so the Master sends us to them. 
We have two canaries in our home, but 
neither of them trusts me, who feeds and 
cares for them, any more than other 
Coatesville “birds” trust the heavenly 
Father who provides for them (Nahum 
1:7; Phil. 4:19). 

I used to have a friend, until the Lord 
called him Home, in Mr. Lewis Redner. 
He was warden of Holy Trinity Church 
in Philadelphia. When his rector, after- 
ward Bishop Brookes, wrote The Little 
Town of Bethlehem, Mr. Redner com- 
posed the music for it. 

One day Redner took me home for 
lunch. After the front door was closed 
Rednergave a whistle. Then there came 
sailing down the long stairway a little 
canary. The bird alighted on Redner's 
finger, and after “kissing” Redner flew 
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back up the stairway. It sat upon a 
partly open door and poured out its 
little bird heart in a merry song of wel- 
come:to us. I. was filled with amaze- 
ment,.and said, “Redner, how did you 
do it?” “By love, time, and patience,” 
was the reply. 

Yes, I think this is. what the Lord 
Jesus wants us to do. When he calls, 
fly to him and then pour out our loving, 
trusting souls to him in a happy song 
in heart or on lip. 


Something Worth Trying—Seek ye 
first (v. 33). If men and women could 
be convinced of the truth of the Master’s 
statement,: what a tremendous lot of mis- 
ery and unhappiness would be spared 
millions. . 

‘I’ have told before of the old one-eyed 
panhandler who stopped me on a Phila- 
delphia street with two cuppers in a 
dirty hand and asked for three more for 
“a cup of coffee.” 

“My brother, you have served the 
Devil for years, and all he has done for 
you is to land you here on this street 
with a lie on your lips, and a thirst in 
your throat.” 

I pulled a quarter from my pocket and 
said, “I am going to give you this, but 
first I want to tell you .about Jesus 
Christ; ‘who loves you and wants to 
save you, and make a real man out of 
you.” ; 

I explained the way of salvation. The 
man said, “If the Lord loves me, as you 
say, why don’t he do something for me?” 

“Did you ever ask him?” 

He never had. 

“Well, I would hardly likely give you 
this coin if-you had not asked me, would 
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1?” I.sent him to the Eighth Street Mis- 
sion. (Luke 11:9.)

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: Jesus Christ First ! 


Discussion: Where are the greatest haz- 
ards— in following the paths of worldly 
wisdom which have led so often to dis- 
appointment and failure? . Or in following 
God’s counsels which are all-wise and un- 
failing? 


Objective: Putting God’s covenants to 
the test. 


AY, fellows, it requires a fine faith, 
and it costs something, to seek “first 
the kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness,” but it is an investment that al- 
ways pays richly. It not oniy pays im- 
measurably in a spiritual way, but often 
pays in a-rhaterial way. 
In a meeting in a large Southern city, 
an .eighteen-year-old boy seemed to be 
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deeply moved, but he did not come for- 
ward when the invitation was given. I 
spoke to him afterward, and asked him 
why he held back. He said, “I want to 
be a Christian, but I have to work on 
Sundays, and couldn’t attend church 
services.” He was one of a small group 
of postal employees who had to be on 
duty at the post office during the hours 
of Sunday school and church services. 
He explained that he had to hold his 
job, for he was the only support of his 
widowed mother. 

I told him the Lord would in some 
way iron out every difficulty that stood 
in the way if he would commit it to 
him and trust him; that if it had been 
borne in upon his conscience that his 
post office Sunday work would be in- 
consistent with a Christian faith, it was 
a challenge to resign his position and 
seek one where he could have his Sun- 
days free. We prayed about it together, 
and he promised he would continue to 
pray and consider the matter. 

Sunday morning I saw him in the 
church service, and I knev that he had 
made the leap of faith, had resigned 
his job, and burned the bridges behind 
him. He came up that morning and 
made a public confession of his faith. 

Monday morning he set forth to find 
a new position. The “depression” was 
on, and men were being laid off in many 
business places; it was quite discour- 
aging at first, but before night he had 
landed a clerical job that actually paid 
him better than his post office work, and 
gave him his Sundays and also half- 
holidays on Saturdays. i 

Now there’s a picture for you out of 
real life. Here is another: In a cottage 
prayer meeting, one night, a “telephone 
girl’ was crying. The Spirit of God had 
brought. her under conviction, and she 
was ready.to surrender her life to Jesus 
Christ; but she was up against the same 
difficulty that troubled the post office 
clerk. Her work required that she be 
on duty every other Sunday. I said the 
same thing to her that I had said to 
the boy. She accepted the challenge and 
resigned. Two days later she was given 
a position in an insurance agency, at an 
advance in salary, two hours less daily 
work, half-holiday on Saturdays, and of 
course no Sunday work at all. These are 
facts out of real life. I could give you 
scores of others equally clear-cut, and 
striking. : 

Here is just one more: I know a 
young fellow in Oklahoma who was in- 
tent on going to. college, but his folks 
did not have the money, and he had no 
work. Finally he got a job in a restau- 
rant for the summer, which promised 
sufficient earnings to enable him to enter 
college the next fall. On receiving his 
first Saturday night’s pay envelope, he 
was ordered to report the next rm- 
ing at seven o’clock. He had‘not thought 
of having to work Sundays, but was 
told that restaurants must stay open 
every day, and he must either report 
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for duty next morning or quit. He quit. 
He had been reared to spend Sunday 
God’s way: College plans were dashed. 
Then he saw an announcement of a com- 
ing examination in his Congressional dis- 
trict for a Rhodes Scholarship, He de- 
cided to study at home in preparation 
for that contest. He won the appoint- 
ment, and the following fall, instead of 
going to his state college, he entered 
Oxford, in England, with a $1,500 appro- 
priation ‘to finance him through his 
Rhodes Scholarship. 

These are facts that cannot be ex- 
plained except by the inescapable con- 
clusion that God honors his covenant — 
“Seek ye first” his Kingdom, and “all 
these things shall be added unto you.” 
Yes, the postal service, the telephone 
service, and restaurants are “public 
utilities” and “somebody must do this 
necessary work.” The Devil has just 
plenty of beautifully sane and humani- 
tarian arguments to rob a Christian of 
the choice prizes that are waiting for 
the exercise of faith. But if the Spirit 
of God touches your tender conscience 
with a sense of wrong in such things, 
and you “give to God the benefit of the 
doubt” in making your decision, you may 


depend. upon the same Spirit to sustain 


you abundantly, and see you through to 
a glorious triumph.

ODAY our lesson goes on with that

If they are spending all -their life try- 
ing to get rich, putting more money in 
the bank, building bigger stores, buy- 
ing more farms, their hearts are going 
to, be set on just these things, they are 
going to be thinking and planning about 
them all the time, and after while they 
will love these things more than any- 
thing else.

Then Jesus gave them this saying, “Ye 
cannot serve God and mammon.” Mam- 
mon means wealth or riches. This is 
our Memory Verse for today, but be- 
fore you print it, I want to give you 
an object lesson that will help you un- 
derstand it. 

I want John to stand here, facing this 
way, and Jim over there, facing the 
other way. (About two feet apart, back 
to back.) Now George comes walking 
along here between them, and he wants 
to go with both of them. He is like a 
lot of people who want to spend all 
their lives serving their riches, but who 
still serve God enough to earn their way 
to Heaven, as they think they can. 

Let us see if George can do this. John 
starts to walk away and George goes 
with him. But wait, hold on a minute, 
he is going away from Jim, in the op- 
posite direction. That will not do. 
“John, you stand still. George, you come 
over here and go with Jim.” But that 
doesn’t help a bit. Now George is going 
away from John. 

It cannot be done, for John and Jim 
are going in opposite directions, and 
George cannot go with both of them. 
Neither can a man serve both God and 
riches. He may be rich, and use his 
riches in God’s service, but then he loves 
God and not his riches. 

I know you won’t forget this lesson. 
If you are God’s- child, you must serve 
him, and him only. If you are not his 
child, you cannot serve him, until you 
accept the Lord Jesus as your Saviour, 
and are born into God’s family.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Goal.—To help the girls to realize more 
fully their dependence upon God, and to 
practice more faith in him. 
Activity.—Ask the girls to review at 
home the entire sermon on the mount 
(Matt. 5 to 7), and to make individual out- 
lines of the characteristics of heavenly 
citizenship mentioned in these chapters. 
Memory Verse.—‘‘Every good gift and 
every perfect gift is from above, and 
cometh down from the Father” (Jas. 1:17). 











SMALL girl was standing in the aisle 
in a brightly lighted ferry, watch- 
ing the reflection of the people on the 
window pane. Soon she walked to the 
window, put two chubby little hands 
upon the pane, and pressed her face 
against it. Then turning to her brother 
she observed, “When you just look at 
the window, all you can see is the people, 
but when you look through it, you can 
see the water and the sky.” 
Girls, have you ever looked beyond 
the reflection of your material assets and 
liabilities to God? Have you ever be- 
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come aware that “underneath are the 
everlasting arms”? (Deut. 33:27; Psa. 55: 
22.) 

Already during this quarter we have 
learned much about the King, the King- 
dom, and qualifications for heavenly citi- 
zenship. ‘Today we shall consider the 
values of putting God’s Kingdom first. 

(On the blackboard, or a large poster, 
write the following portions of Matthew 
6:19-24. The girls may, fill in the blank 
spaces.) 

1. “Lay up for yourselves ——.” All 
through the sermon on the mount the 
Lord Jesus gave rules that are just as 
essential for Christlike living in this 
day as the Ten Commandments were 
for Old Testament conduct. For one 
thing, not only should we refrain from 
stealing and coveting, but we should 
constantly set our affections upon 
heavenly treasure rather than earthly 
gain. Can you name some heavenly 
treasure? (Prov. 11:30; Dan. 12:3; John 
4:36; Rom. 8:18; Col. 3:2; 1 Pet. 1:4; 
Rev. 22:17.) : 

2. “Where your treasure is, ——.” Are 
you thinking of heavenly treasure? 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, because they 
became so thoroughly aware of heavenly 
riches, considered themselves merely 
“strangers and pilgrims on the earth” 
(Heb. 11:13-16; John 14:3). 

3. “If therefore thine eye be single 
——.” Keep the lenses of your vision 
clear by “looking unto Jesus” (Heb. 12: 
2;. Psa. 34:5). 

4. “No man can ——.” Commandment 
One (Exod. 20:3; 1 Kings 18:21). 

5. “Ye cannot serve ——.”. Command- 
ment Two (Exod. 20:4-6; Josh. 24:15). 

Now let us answer the questions pre- 
sented by the Lord Jesus in verses 25 
to 34. 

1. “Is not the life more than meat, 
and the body than raiment?” Is it true 
that people sometimes place food and 
clothing ahead of the deeper, intangible, 
yet eternal needs of life? What are 
some mistakes that we should seek to 
avoid in this matter? 

2. “Are ye not much better than they?” 
The Lord Jesus did not recommend a 
disregard for food. The heavenly Father 
feeds “the fowls of the air.” Christ fed 
the five thousand. In the Garden of 
Eden the Lord placed man above that 
which supplied his earthly needs (Gen. 
1:29, 30; 2:16, 17). However, man in his 
effort to turn the relationship of things 
upside down, neglected God’s command 
about a legitimate food supply (Isa. 29: 
16). Economic maladjustment was man’s 
mistake, not God’s (Gen. 3:17-19). 

Regarding the matter of our food sup- 
ply, there is an abundance of up-to-date 
material on nourishing, well-balanced, 
attractively served meals. Let us ‘as 
Christian homemakers of today and to- 
morrow surrender our menu planning 
to the Lord (1 Cor. 10:31). 

3. “Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature?” In- 
creasingly numerous and spectacular are 
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human accomplishments. Food crops, ir 
miniature, have been produced in chem- 
ical gardens. Synthetic clothing has 
been made from coal and from skim 
milk. Man has. truly performed won- 
ders, but never can he forget that ulti- 
mately he is dependent upon God, the 
Source of all supply. Apply the Mem- 
ory Verse. 

4. “Why take ye thought for raiment?” 
God does not condemn a well-groomed, 
becomingly-clad appearance. “Consider 
the lilies,” in their beauty. Do you re- 
member the directions the Lord gave to 
Moses for the elegance of priests’ gar- 
ments? These were designed “for glory 
and for beauty.” Read Exodus 28. Again, 
the Lord advised the children of Israel 
to make, as a testimony to the world, 
“fringes in the borders of their garments 

. and that they put upon the fringe 

. . a ribband of blue . . . and be holy 
unto your God” (Num. 15:38-41). 

Girls, instead of giving vain attention, 
or needless worry to the problem of 
clothing and accessories, let us analyze 
our appearance with the view of glorify- 
ing God (1 Pet. 3:3, 4). 

5. “Shall he not much more clothe 
you?” Find Isaiah 61:10. “Christians, 
when we know them, have a heavenly 
radiance that people of the world do not 
have,” exclaimed an observer. Can the 
world see Jesus in you? (Acts 4:13c.) 

Here you are, a modern girl with a 
future to plan.

In a recent American 
survey among youth, 20,000 young peo- 
ple stated that, above everything else, 
they desired present-day social security, 
economic protection from the govern- 
ment. Youth of today have grown up 
in a world of depression, and worry. 
They are unstable, insecure, “drifting 
carelessly with the tide,” simply because 
they have failed to anchor their hope 
to the Rock, Christ Jesus. Seldom do 
they see, among their elders or compan- 
ions of their own age, the result of im- 
plicit faith in God. 

And yet there are multitudes of peo- 
ple today who are trusting in the 
heavenly Father. A recent letter from 
a missionary in unsettled Czechoslovakia 
told of the abundant supply of daily 
needs and protection in the orphans’ 
home of which she is in charge.

N OPEN discussion in your young 
people’s meeting of the question 
asked by our topic for this week, “Must 
We Have Poverty?” will need careful 
thought and Spirit-filled guidance, if 
false notions about poverty are to be 
cleared up, and the many false doc- 
trines regarding the remedy for pov- 
erty are to be avoided. On the one 
hand is the danger of a cold, academic 
consideration of poverty, which fails to 
recognize the individual and personal 
responsibility to help the poor. On the 
other hand is the danger of the false 
sentimentality and false logic of the 
socialistic view that is becoming in- 
creasingly popular, even in Christian 
circles. “Under this view our social 
system is wrong, our economic system 
is wrong, and the Christian is urged to 
spend his efforts to bring about changes 
in these orders so that all may more 
and more share alike in this world’s 
goods, 
Under such teaching we need to be 


reminded that even if all the clothing, . 
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all the houses, all the food, and all the 
money were divided equally, only a 
few years would elapse before once 
again would be inequality. Some would 
have more, others would have less. 
Therefore the remedy does not lie in 
that direction. In Russia, where the 
greatest socialistic experiment ever 
tried has had free course for a number 
of years, there are even now terrible 
inequalities and injustices. The great 
trouble is that men ‘are always willing 
to blame institutions and systems in- 
stead of their own hearts. If we can 
understand this, it will help us to see 
through many of the false remedies sug- 
gested today’ for the world’s ills.

When we turn to God’s Word, we find 


that it is uncompromising in its con- 


demnation of any disposition to gouge 
or Oppress man, to pay unfair or inade- 
quate wages, or to grant special favors 
and privileges to the rich and despise 
the poor. However, we must not fail to 
recognize that God’s Word also recog- 
nizes' the right of possession. When 


. Ananias and Sapphira sold a possession 


and kept back part of the price, Peter’s 
condemnation of the act was not based 
on Ananias’ failure to bring the whole 
price as a gift. On the contrary, Peter 


’ said to him, “Whiles it remained, was it 


not thine own? and after it was. sold, 
was it not in thine own power? why 
hast thou conceived this thing in thine 
heart? thou hast not lied unto men, but 
unto God” (Acts 5:4). The sin was 
not in holding back part of the pos- 
session, but in giving men the impres- 
sion that he was giving the whole price 
when he was really only giving part 
of it. 

Even in Acts 4:32-35, which, under 
our daily Scripture reading for Satur- 
day is erronéously titled “Christian so- 
cialism, the solution,” it is not stated 
that those who sold possessions sold 
everything. Nor is it said’ that \there 
was an equal distribution, but rather 
that “distribution was made unto every 
man according as he had need.”

Turning once more to God’s Word 
we find that to the rich young ruler 
the Lord Jesus said, “Go and sell that 
thou hast, and give to the poor” (Matt. 
19:21). However, Joseph of Arimathea 
was a wealthy man, and there is no 
record that the Lord instructed him to 
dispose of his wealth, nor is this said 
of Nicodemus. To the rich young ruler 
possessions stood between himself and 
God, and therefore needed to be gotten 
rid of. Evidently this was not a need 
in ‘the life of Joseph of Arimathea or 
of Nicodemus, and the Lord Jesus rec- 
ognized’ their ability to administer their 
wealth in a manner that was consistent 
with the principles under which he lived 
and taught. 

we 

Although the Lord Jesus knew ‘the 

meaning of poverty from firsthand con- 
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tact with it, and although his heart 
bled for the poor and downtrodden, we 
find him starting no campaign to over- 
turn the social system of his day. We 
are not told that he raised any funds 
to minister to the needs of the poor. 
Everywhere he went, he sought to min- 
ister to the spiritual needs of the peo- 
ple and often, in an emergency, met 
their physical needs, as when he fed 
the five thousand. But when men 
flocked after him seeking to make him 
a king, he shunned them, reminding 
them that, they had their eyes: upon the 
loaves and fishes rather than upon their 
heart needs (John 6:26). Yet he could 
have worked miracles that would have 
supplied all with plenty had he so de- 
sired. 

God’s Word is full of admonitions to 
believers to be tenderhearted and com- 
Dic to the “ea Special bless- 
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ing is mentioned for those who give to 
the poor. (Read Psa. 41:1; Prov. 14:21; 
Prov. 28:27; Prov. 19:17.) Likewise 
believers who are poor are urged to be 
content with food and raiment (1 Tim. 
6:8), and are pointed to the fact that 
they are not to be anxious about what 
they shall eat or what they shall put 
on, ‘but to recognize that their heavenly 
Father knows what things are needed 
and will supply all our needs according 
to his riches in glory by Christ Jesus 
(Phil, 4:19). 
we 


' What then are we to understand from 
all this teaching that may. at first seem 
somewhat contradictory? Simply this, 
—the condition of society, as a whole, 
is the sum total of the condition of 
each of the individuals that make up 
that-society. It is useless to talk about 
eliminating poverty until men’s, hearts 
can be changed. When‘the Lord Jesus 
Christ comes into a heart to dwell in 
his fullness, greed and unfairness and 
wrong dealing with fellow men must 
go. We can legislate against poverty 
all we please, and we can divide’ pos- 
sessions with the greatest impartiality, 
but until the hearts of individual men 
are dealt with we have not found the 
real remedy of the situation. 

When the hearts of the wealthy are 


‘touched by the Lord Jesus Christ, then 


there will be a Christian concern for 
their fellow men and a Christian stew- 
ardship of possessions that will relieve 
suffering and correct unfairness. When 
Christ comes into the heart of a poor 
man, there will be contentment and joy 
that will make it possible for him to 
work along in peace and harmony with 
his Christian .brother who may be en- 
trusted with greater possessions. 
y oe 

In all this we must not lose sight 
of one of the real blessings of poverty. 
Have you never known those whose 
hearts could not be reached for Christ 
as long as they had plenty? But when 
earthly possessions are swept away, 
men and women often are thrown back 
upon God and learn to look to him and 
trust him, as they did not do in brighter 
days. Thus poverty may be a real 
means of bringing men and women 
closer to God. It may be severe: teach- 
ing, but its severity should not lead ‘us 
to look upon it as wrong, if it can have 
such blessed results.

Why do not Protestants make more effort 
to have the Bible taught in the public schools? 
—R. E. L. 


BELIEVE that the permanence of the 

nation depends largely.upon our ef- 
forts to provide religious instruction for 
all American children, and it is good to 
know that the Bible is being taught to- 
day in the public schools of many com- 
munities that are predominantly Protes- 
tant. However, certain problems are 
generally overlooked by those who ad- 
vocate this movement. In the first place, 
our Constitution guarantees equal rights 
to religious minorities, and Catholics 
and Jews and non-Christian sects have 
felt justified in protesting against Prot- 
estant action to use State buildings and 
funds for the furtherance of their re- 
ligious beliefs. Past experience has re- 
véaled that whenever the Government 
has shown any partiality to one denom- 
ination, others have been quick to de- 
mand the same privilege and considera- 
tion. 

However, even if the Constitution 
should be changed so that ene or all 
of the many divisions of Protestantism 
might be recognized as the State; church, 
there still would remain the problem 
of the regenerated teacher. Govern- 
ment teachers are engaged on the basis 
of their knowledge and ability, rather 
than on the ground of their Christian 
faith and experience, and under these 
conditions Bible instruction might easily 
have a negative rather than a positive 
influence on the lives of the pupils. ‘The 
only possible solution of -the ‘problem 
lies in the Weekday Church School, 
where the State gives its moral support 
to religious instruction by providing time 
and recognition for it in its program, and 
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leaving to the Church the selection of 
the teachers and the curriculum and 
the other responsibilities of the school. 





I should like to have some help in becoming

WISH that all Sunday school teachers 

had such a noble ambition. The su- 
preme evangelistic field of the church 
is the Sunday school, but it fails to 
measure up to its opportunities unless 
every teacher is an evangelist. For this 
reason I would first urge that you enroll 
in the Standard Training Course of the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Associa- 
tion, which has personal evangelism for 
one of its major studies. If it is not 
possible for you to attend one of the 
eighty institutions composing the Evan- 
gelical Teacher Training Association, 
you might enroll in the Personal Evan- 
gelism course of the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, 153 Institute Place, Chicago. As a 
third possibility, you could write the 
Association, at the same address, for a 
copy of “The Soul-Winning Teacher,” 
by Plummer ($1.50). 





Is it advisable to have more than one teacher 
training class in a church?—F. F. F. 


HE Marquette Manor Baptist Church 
of Chicago conducts four different 
training classes. Two meet at the same 
hour on Wednesday evening, one study- 
ing Bible and the other methods; a third 
meets during the Sunday school hour, 
while a fourth assembles Sunday eve- 
ning before the church service. There 
are 67 enrolled in these four classes, and 
171 units of the Preliminary Training 
Course have already been completed. 
Experience has shown that the Sun- 
day school period is the best time for 
a training class, but as the teachers will 
all be occupied at this time, it is well 
in addition to make provision for them 
some evening during the week. - Classes 
meeting before or after the midweek 
prayer meeting have proved most popu- 
lar. Once the teachers have all com- 
pleted the course, the class held during 
the Sunday school hour will be sufficient 
for the training of additional instructors.

neither the life nor the people appealed 
to her. On a visit to Miami she met and 
married her beloved Irishman, who was 
now sending her back home because he 
was out of work. She would go for a 
short visit, she said, since it worried him 
so for her to lack anything, but she was 
wishing already that she hadn’t left him, 
discouraged and alone. She explained, 
incidentally, that she had changed to the 
unsuitable clothes she was wearing be- 
eause the air-conditioning was too cold 
for comfort. 

I told her about my boys and our kind 
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of life, all built about the Bible, which 
is the history of her race. Back in our 
coach, we talked on into the night, too 
absorbed to be sleepy. 

“It seems too bad,” I said, “for me to 
know so much more about your people 
than you do. I wish you knew Rebekah 
and Rachel and Esther, — you remind me 
so vividly of them. They were beautiful 
girls.” 

She was ashamed of her ignorance, 
and intensely interested. 

‘T’ll read anything in the world you 
give me,” she promised when I asked 
if she would mind my sending some lit- 
erature I thought she would like. “The 
Remarkable Jew,” by L. Sale-Harrison,! 
is my stand-by, next to the Bible itself. 

When we arrived in Chicago, at five 
o’clock in the morning, we agreed to 
stay together until some reasonable hour 
when we could breakfast. Deposited 
just inside the depot with our bags, — 
hers were many and heavy — we looked 
about for another red-cap to help us. 
Every one had vanished; not only was 
there no red-cap, but we could not see 
a single man in all the vast emptiness 


. of the Chicago union depot. We laughed, 


searched for aid, or just sat helplessly 
on our bags until nearly seven. 

At last life began to stir, and we were 
served breakfast, alone in the restaurant 
until a wedding party in full regalia 
joined us. Chicago certainly did not 
turn out to meet us, but we enjoyed 
the interlude before parting. 

A week later, in the college town that 
was the scene of so many tender mem- 
ories, I received a letter from my new 
friend, an urgent plea for me to “say 
a prayer” for her husband, from whom 
she could get no word though she had 
sent special air-mails and wires daily. 

Some time later she wrote that he had 
been deep in the Everglades, where he 
had undertaken a year’s job, so rough 
and hard that he had meant to lose him- 
self to her because he loved her too 
much to let. her in for such a life. She 
was leaving on the next train to go to 
him, she said. 

From the Everglades I heard from her, 
when I was back home. They were in 
a little mosquito-ridden hut, with none 
but Indians for neighbors, no possibil- 
ity of a radio because of big power lines, 
nothing to do. She was blissfully happy 
and didn’t mind anything so long as she 
was with her husband. 

I wish I could end the story now, as 
I believe God will end it some day, with 
her salvation. This is one of the cases 
that He is still working on. I sent her 
all the literature, and made the way’ of 
salvation plain, but she never said much 
about it, and I haven’t heard from her 
in many months. I’m writing about her 
because I feel so certain that God was 
in our meeting. Will you pray for her 
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and her husband, her mother and father 


and brother?. 

My love for Jews seems to find one 
everywhere I go, to add to my list of 
Jewish friends. There are others whose 
stories I could tell, several in the toils 
of Christian Science, most of them un- 
orthodox, all puzzled by my concern for 
them, and drawn in spite of themselves 
to the Saviour, their Messiah, as I tell 
them about him.

Why Was I Not Told? By E. W. Mar- 
quardt, M.D. (Concordia Publishing 
House, St. Louis, Mo* 75 cents.) Young 
people today need to be warned of the 
dangers that surround them. Christian 
parents sométimes find it difficult to im- 
part the needed information, and Dr. 
Marquardt has given parents a fine book 
to use as a basis for their talks with 
their children, or to be given directly to 
them to read. He treats his subject 
tactfully, and from a Christian point of 
view. 

There are only six chapters. The first, 
“Whence So Much Sorrow and Grief in 
Men’s Lives?” goes back to the source of 
all trouble —sin, and shows that much 
grief could be averted by a clear under- 
standing of the consequences of social 
sins. Chapter two, “Bids for Success,” is 
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The Nurture and Care of the Child, 
Habits, Obedience, First Lessons in Self- 
Dependence, Friends and the Sex Factor, 
and other important subjects. In the 
third chapter the author shows the im- 
portance of a correct appreciation of the 
fact that the body is a sacred trust, and 
he gives good advice on the right care 
of that trust. Chapters four and five are 
fine treatises on “Healthy Manhood” and 
“Healthy Happy Womanhood,” while the 
last chapter deals clearly with the two 
social diseases and with the use and 
abuse of alcoholic beverages. 

Christian teachers, parents, and all 
who are working with young people will 
feel a debt of gratitude to Dr. Marquardt 
for this timely and most helpful little 
book. 


Challenging Youth. By Frederick P. 
Wood. (Marshall, Morgan and Scott, 
London, Eng:; Zondervan Publishing 
House, Grand Rapids, Mich., 50 cents.) 
It was of this book that J. Sidlow Bax- 
ter, whose visit to this country a year 
ago brought great blessing, said, “Would 
that every youth in Britain might read 
this book—certainly every Christian 
youth!” His warm commendation is 
easily understood after one reads the 
book. It is, literally as well as in title, 
a book of challenge. Here is a clear- 
cut, honest facing of the disturbing con- 
ditions amid which we live, serving. as 
a stirring challenge to bring Christ to 
the youth of our generation. Here, too, 
is not merely a diagnosis of present-day 
ills, but a spiritual presentation of how 
the challenge of our times is to be met. 
And finally, here is the challenge to 
Christian youth to yield themselves for 
the service of Christ in such a time as 
this. The author’s argument is convinc- 
ing, and he has strengthened his own po- 
sition by the use of some exceptionally 
fine quotations from others who are sim- 
ilarly concerned that dace shall be 
brought to Christ.
